Pickles brined 
In a weak salt solution plus a ^ 
office upon request 
small amount of vlnegai retain 
their minerals and most of the 
vitamins. Quick pickles and rel­ 
ishes also retain the minerals b u t; 
when they are not brined, they 
do not have as desirable a tex­ 
ture. color, or flavor. Pickles brin­ 
ed in a strong solution over a long 
period of time keep well and have 
an excellent color, texture, and 
flavor, but when the excess salt 
1 is removed some of the m inerals, 
and vitamins are removed also.
